Davis. He spun and lobbed in a 
hopeful first time half volleyed 
left footed cross that wasn’t 
even particularly well hit but 
somehow evaded everybody in 
the area and Begovic’s dive to 
his left too and snuck into the 
far corner.

MAURICIO Pochettino declared 
himself disappointed but not frus¬ 
trated as Saints were held to a 2-2 
draw by Stoke. 

The Saints boss, pictured above, 
felt his side, who twice led in the 
game at St Mary’s, were good value 
for the win at St Mary’s but still 
praised the performance of his play¬ 
ers.

ARTUR Boruc will be glad to see 
the back of Stoke City this season. 

The Saints keeper already had bad 
memories of facing Mark Hughes’ side 
this term, and he added to them here. 

Boruc made a complete mess of a cor¬ 
ner late in the first-half, attempting a 
weak punch that allowed Peter Crouch 
to steal in ahead of him and bundle the 
ball home to make it 2-2. 

It was hard to tell whether the ex- 
Saints striker had got the last touch, or 
whether Boruc had actually pushed the 
ball over the line. 

Either way, it was the latest in an 
increasing list of high-profile errors 
from the keeper this season. 

Boruc was infamously beaten by a 
clearance from his opposite number, 
Asmir Begovic, when these two teams 
met at the Britannia Stadium earlier 
this season. 

There were mitigating circumstances 
that day, with the swirling wind having 
a major impact in carrying the ball 
over his head. 

But it was hardly a fine demonstra¬ 
tion of keeping. 

Boruc promised after that match, 
which ended in a 1-1 draw, that he 
would earn back the two points that he 
believed he had cost Saints.

While he has made important contri¬ 
butions since then, such as his first- 
half performance at Fulham last week, 
he has also been responsible for costing 
the team in other games. 

His bizarre decision to attempt, on 
multiple occasions, to turn Arsenal’s 
Olivier Giroud in his own area back¬ 
fired spectacularly at the Emirates 
Stadium in November. 

It was a baffling mistake that under¬ 
mined an excellent Saints performance 
and gave the Gunners a lead they 
would not relinquish. 

While he was able to poke fun at him¬ 
self afterwards, posting a picture on 
Instagram of the incident next to a 
photo of Johan Cruyff performing one 


of his famous turns, it is not a good idea 
to be the butt of the joke too often. 

Boruc was also partly at fault for 
Sunderland’s equaliser in the 2-2 draw 
at the Stadium of Light last month, fail¬ 
ing to keep out a well-struck Adam 
Johnson shot that was pretty much 
straight at him. 

The Polish international stopper did a 
lot to bring some much-needed stabili¬ 
ty to the troublesome goalkeeping posi¬ 
tion last season, and he does surely 
have much to offer Saints. 

But he must start cutting out these 
silly mistakes, otherwise he might find 
that it is an area of the team that will 
undergo some change again in the sum¬ 
mer.

BLUES TO 
SUMMIT 


EDEN Hazard’s hat-trick fired Chelsea 
to the Barclays Premier League summit 
as Jose Mourinho’s troops took full 
advantage of costly slip-ups by Arsenal 
and Manchester City. 

With erstwhile leaders Arsenal sink¬ 
ing to a miserable 5-1 loss at Liverpool 
in the lunchtime kick-off and City held 
0-0 at Norwich, Chelsea moved a point 
clear at the top of the pile courtesy of a 
comfortable 3-0 win over Newcastle at 
Stamford Bridge. 

Hazard, pictured above, this week 
dubbed the best young player in the 
world by his manager, went a long way 
to living up to that billing as he swept 
home a fine opener from the edge of 
the box on 27 minutes 

The Belgian made it two on 34 min¬ 
utes, converting smartly after a superb 
one-two in the area with Samuel Eto'o. 
The former Lille playmaker celebrated 
his treble in the second half, converting 
from the spot after Mapou Yanga- 
Mbiwa brought down Eto’o. 

While Chelsea appear to be hitting 
their straps in the title race, the oppo¬ 
site is true of Manuel Pellegrini's City. 

After Monday’s damaging 1-0 defeat 
at home to Chelsea, City were expect¬ 
ed to get back to their free-scoring 
ways at Carrow Road but came up 
short as Chris Hughton’s hosts earned 
a notable shut-out. 

Away from the title battle, the action 
was just as heated at the foot of the 
table with Crystal Palace, West Ham 
and Hull each claiming key wins in their 
fight to beat the drop. 

No fewer than three debutants were 
on the scoresheet as Palace ran out 3- 
1 winners at home to West Brom, who 
now find themselves inside the bottom 
three. 

Tom Ince, signed from Blackpool on 


deadline day, marked his Eagles bow 
with a goal after 15 minutes, while Joe 
Ledley, freshly arrived from Celtic, 
made it two just before the half-hour. 

Another debutant on show needed 
just 60 seconds to announce his arrival 
in English football as West Brom’s 
Thievy Bifouma, on loan from 
Espanyol, scored after entering the 
action as a half-time substitute. 

Palace made the points safe in the 
69th minute when Marouane Chamakh 
won and scored their third from the 
penalty spot, although there was more 
than a little doubt over the award of 
the spot-kick, with Baggies goalkeeper 
Ben Foster appearing to connect with 
the ball as he challenged the 
Moroccan. 

Sam Allardyce’s Hammers set aside 
the controversy over their failed bid to 
overturn Andy Carroll’s recent red card 
as they claimed an eye-catching 2-0 
win at Aston Villa. 

Kevin Nolan scored twice for the visi¬ 
tors, the first coming within a minute of 
the restart and the second just two 
minutes later as West Ham moved out 
of the relegation zone. 

Hull wrapped up a double over 
Sunderland as goals from new boys 
Shane Long and Nikica Jelavic saw 
them to a 2-0 win at the Stadium of 
Light. 

The Black Cats were not helped by 
the fourth-minute dismissal of Wes 
Brown for a professional foul on Long, 
who then compounded Sunderland’s 
misery by opening the scoring on 16 
minutes. 

The incident severely dented 
Sunderland’s aspirations and it was no 
surprise when Hull doubled their lead 
in the second half through Jelavic, his 
first for the Tigers.

MANAGER Brendan Rodgers 
insisted Liverpool are still not in 
the title race despite their 5-1 
demolition of deposed leaders 
Arsenal at Anfield. 

Four goals in the first 20 minutes 
- the first coming after just 52 sec¬ 
onds - left the Gunners reeling. 
Defender Martin Skrtel scored the 
first two, with forwards Raheem 
Sterling and Daniel Sturridge fol¬ 
lowing his lead. 

Sterling added his second just 
after half-time and although Mikel 
Arteta pulled one back 
from the penalty spot 
with 20 minutes to go the 
match was well over as a 
contest. 

Victory, Liverpool’s first 
in the league over Arsenal 
since 2007, closed the 
gap between them in 
fourth place and the 
Gunners to five points 
and they were six off the 
lead at the end of the day 
after Chelsea went top.

Early start too late 
to help this season 


EASTLEIGH boss Richard 
Hill has welcomed an ear¬ 
lier start date for the 
Conference North and 
South Divisions next sea¬ 
son. 

At the recent extraordinary general 
meeting in Telford, a vote was passed 
for the 2014/15 campaign to kick off a 
week earlier on Saturday, August 9 - 
the same as the Conference Premier, 
writes WENDY GEE. 

Hill, though, can’t help thinking that 
if that decision had been made for this 
season, it would have helped ease the 
horrific fixture backlog clubs now 
face in this freakishly wet winter. 

The return of wind and heavy rain 
overnight once again washed out the 
vast majority of this afternoon’s non- 
League programme - including the 
Spitfires’ Skrill Conference South 
home game against Maidenhead. 

There is no chance of the regular 
Conference season being extended, 
leaving title-chasing Eastleigh with 20 
league games to squeeze in by April 
26. 

And, with the rain showing no 
immediate sign of abating, clubs are 
bracing themselves for the prospect of 
playing Saturday-Tuesday-Thursday- 
Saturday at least once before the end 
of the campaign - something Hill feels 
could have been avoided by starting 
the season earlier. 

He also believes the league could 
make life easier by leaving two 
Saturdays clear for the early rounds 
of the FA Cup and Trophy, thus allow¬ 
ing clubs to bring forward league fix¬ 
tures if they crash out of those compe¬ 


titions early. He suggested: “They 
should leave two Saturdays free for 
each competition. If you get knocked 
out in the first round, the likelihood is 
that someone else in your league has 
also been knocked out and you can 
bring a league game forward. 

“At the moment if you do get 
through your first Cup and Trophy 
games, you’re two league games 
behind straight away.” 

Today’s wet-weather 
postponement, coupled 
with the calling off of last 
Tuesday’s home game 
against Dover, means 
Eastleigh are still 11 points 
adrift of league leaders 
Bromley with three games 
in hand. 

Hill, though, says it’s no 
use fretting about some¬ 
thing that can’t be changed 
and is just grateful 
Eastleigh have been able to 
train regularly. 

He said: “We’re fortunate 
we’ve been able to train on 
Astroturf. Wellington 
(sports ground) have been 
decent accommodating us 
and we’ve also used Wide Lane and 
our own Astroturf pitch. 

“It’s one of the reasons we took the 
decision to go to daytime training. 
Securing facilities in the day is far eas¬ 
ier than when they’re all booked up at 
night. 

“The weather is what it is. No one’s 
to blame because no one can affect 
what falls out of the sky. 

“Rather than getting concerned 
about it, I’m better off putting my 
thought process into keeping the play¬

ers as fit and healthy as they can be 
for when we do play. 

“My greatest concern is that, if 
teams playing our direct opposition, 
like Bromley, have to play two or even 
three times a week towards the end of 
the season, they might not be able to 
field their strongest sides due to 
injury, suspension etc and would be 
forced to play youth players. 

“I suggested requesting the transfer 
deadline be extended, but our 
secretary Ray Murphy said 
that will never happen.” 

AFC Totton’s home game 
against Redditch was also 
postponed in the Calor 
Southern Premier Division, 
as were the bulk of 
Sydenhams Wessex and 
Hampshire Premier League 
fixtures. 

• Eastleigh have strength¬ 
ened their squad by signing 
striker Ben Wright on a 
month’s loan from Skrill 
Conference Premier outfit 
Salisbury City. 

Though still only 25, Wright 
has a wealth of higher league 
experience with Peterborough 
United, Crawley Town, Braintree and 
Forest Green Rovers. 

He started his career with his home 
town club Basingstoke Town and 
recently finished a month’s loan back 
at The Camrose Ground. 

Eastleigh boss Richard Hill said: “It 
was brought to my attention that Ben 
was available to go out on loan and, 
once again, I’d like to thank (chair¬ 
man) Stewart Donald for allowing me 
to do it.”

THE North East has always 
been a fervent footballing 
hotbed, with some of 
England’s biggest and 
best-supported clubs hail¬ 
ing from these climes.

On Saturday, they were sim¬ 
ply out-fought, out-thought 
and out-played by bitter rivals 
Sunderland in what was one of 
the poorest showings from a 
Newcastle side in recent times. 

The boos that echoed across 
St James’ Park after the final 
whistle were a clear sign of the 
discontent in the terraces. 

Those venting their frustra¬ 
tion were not doing so solely on 
the back of one pathetic perfor¬ 
mance, but rather because 
they have seemingly lost faith 
with those in charge of their 
beloved club. 

One supporter was pushed so 
close to the brink that he made 
his way onto the field in a bid to 
return his season ticket. 

He may have been the first, 
but he might not be the last, 
with numbers down on season 
ticket renewals for next sea¬ 
son. The breaking point came 
after Newcastle sold off their 
best player, Yohan Cabaye, 
without so much as a hint at a 
replacement. 

It is fair to say that the 
appointment of Joe Kinnear, 
pictured below, as director of 
football proved an unadulterat¬ 
ed failure. 

The former Wimbledon and 
Newcastle manager stood 
down from his high-profile post 
on Tuesday, but by then the 
damage had been done. 

He left the club in chaos. He is 
perhaps the first director of 
football in the history of the 
Premier League that has failed 
to bring in one single player 
during his reign. 

Two loan signings is all he 
has to show for eight months of 
a £60,000 monthly salary. For 
Mike Ashley, the astute 
businessman that 
appointed him, it’s 
been very bad busi¬ 
ness. Of course, little 
is known about the 
mandate that 

Kinnear was given 
from his close accom¬ 
plice. 

One thing is for certain, 
though; Newcastle have reced¬ 
ed since that ill-fated radio 
interview that announced the 
second coming of Kinnear on 
Tyneside. 

Newcastle’s best player, 
dubbed “Yohan Kebab” by the

bumbling Kinnear, has since 
departed, leaving a gaping hole 
in the middle of the park. 

The manner in which it was 
handled was quite incredible. 
Two days prior to the sale, 
Alan Par dew had warned: 
“We need to bring some¬ 
one in, for sure. 

“We can’t lose 
someone of his qual¬ 
ity and not replace 
him. That would 
leave us vulnera¬ 
ble.” 

Then how was he 
able to leave without a 
suitable replacement? 
Newcastle had known for 
months that they weren’t going 
to be able to hang onto Cabaye 
if a Champions League club 
came in for him. 

While rumours abound that 


neither Kinnear nor Ashley 
were there as their prized asset 
was flogged off to the highest 
bidder, the question must be 
asked just what is going on at 
St James’ Park? In a season of 
transition for a number of the 
bigger clubs, Newcastle had 
the chance to stake a claim for 
European football. 

Despite having staved off rel¬ 
egation last season, the first- 
team remained capable of com¬ 
peting in the top-half, as has 
been showcased by their victo¬ 
ries over Chelsea, Tottenham 
and Manchester United. 

All they needed was some 
investment in the squad. 

Instead, what they got was a 
£2m loan signing of Loic Remy 
from relegated Queens Park 
Rangers. 

A good signing he may be, but

hardly one that would push the 
club to the verge of European 
football. 

Instead, they remain stag¬ 
nant, with little signs of growth 
in the near future. And what of 
those left behind in the dress¬ 
ing room? Having just seen 
their best player pack it in for 
greener pastures, maybe they 
will begin to ponder just where 
the club is going. 

If something isn’t done soon, 
all of Pardew’s good work will 
have been for nought. It is the 
current owner, though, that 
will have provoked the ire of 
the Newcastle supporters. 

Ashley has had a fractured 
relationship with them since 
his arrival, despite leading the 
club to fifth place following the 
contested appointment of 
Pardew. 

What has become clear, 
though, is that he remains hes¬ 
itant to invest in something 
without clear signs of a return. 

Astute business it may be, but 
this is a football club and it 
should be viewed as such. 

Kinnear is gone, but it is what 
Ashley does now that will 
determine whether his owner¬ 
ship is deemed a success or not. 

It has been 59 long years since 
their last major trophy and, as 
things currently stand, it 
seems like that wait is going to 
go on for their long-suffering 
fans. 



Blame falls on 
Swans’ boss 


SWANSEA City dropped a 
bombshell on Tuesday night, 
as news broke that the club 
had decided to part company 
with manager 
Michael Laudrup. 

The Dane, pictured above, 
joined the club at the begin¬ 
ning of the 2012/13 season 
and led them to ninth place in 
the Premier League, their 
highest ever finish in the top 
division’s current format. 

He also managed to guide 
the club to its first piece of 
silverware, the Capital One 
Cup. 

Signings such as Ki Sung- 
Yueng, Pablo Hernandez, 

Chico Flores, 

Jonathan de Guzman 
and Michu became key 
starters for the side and 
Laudrup stayed true to the 
Swans’ footballing philosophy, 
sparked by Paulo Sousa and 
Roberto Martinez, continued 
by Brendan Rodgers, and 
developed in the cup-winning 
season. 

The Dane entered the cur¬ 
rent campaign with Europa 
League football, a star signing 
in Wilfried Bony and an opti¬ 
mistic fan base at his side, 
but things took a turn for the 
worse. 

The footballing world reeled 
in shock when 

chairman Huw Jenkins decid¬ 
ed to cut ties with the 
Barcelona legend, but, upon 
closer inspection, it appears 
very much the correct choice. 

Swansea’s insipid 2-0 loss 
to West Ham United last 
weekend was indicative of a 
poor season. 

Against ten men, 
they totalled 65 per cent of 
possession, struggled to cre¬ 
ate clear-cut chances and 
remained unwilling to shoot 
for much of the game. 

A familiar story occurred at 
Villa Park in December, where 
the Swans totalled an aston¬ 
ishing 73 per cent of posses¬ 
sion but never looked like 
they would score the winner 
in a 1-1 draw. 

Over the last 38 games, 
they haven’t secured enough 
points at all, and that cannot 
be put solely down to injury, 


luck or anything else. 

From March 2013 to now, 
they’ve been pretty substan¬ 
dard in most areas. 

Michu’s injury hasn’t helped 
at all and the Europa League 
schedule has been gruelling. 

They’ve played ten extra 
games already and have 
flown to Switzerland, Russia, 
Romania, Sweden and Spain. 
Napoli, in southern Italy, is up 
next. 

However, that doesn’t 
account for the way the 
Swans took their foot off the 
pedal after winning the 
Capital One Cup last season. 

Some fans argue that 
Laudrup’s alleged laid-back 
approach has always been the 
Dane’s mantra, and, while it 
wasn’t a problem when they 
were winning, he has become 
the scapegoat now that the 
club is underperforming. 

His laissez-faire 
attitude may have been 
accepted while the reflection 
of the cup stood gleaming 
in Jenkins’ eyes, but 12 
months on, and with barren 
results aplenty, it stinks of a 
lack of motivation. 

Laudrup took a two-day trip 
to Paris after the West Ham 
loss and gave his players time 
off. For the chairman, that 
was unfathomable. 

Perhaps expectations 
reached unprecedented, 
unmanageable levels. 

Perhaps Laudrup is the 
scapegoat for poor player per¬ 
formances under the same 
methods used last season. 

Whatever the case, 

Swansea have gone stale. 

Hovering just two points 
above the relegation zone at 
the start of February was 
never going to fly well at a 
club where new standards 
have been set. 

Whether it was right to sack 
Laudrup will be hotly debated 
among fans, journalists and 
pundits for the foreseeable 
future, but Swansea have 
never set a culture for sacking 
managers unnecessarily. 

In a bad season, something 
had to give. Unfortunately 
for Laudrup, it’s normally the 
manager who bites the bullet. 
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Pardew is 
facing a 
tough task 

FORMER Newcastle skipper Rob 
Lee has warned Alan Pardew he 
faces a major fight to hold on to his 
best players if owner Mike Ashley 
does not back him with hard cash 
this summer. 

Pardew this week revealed he 
wants to make up to four major 
signings as he prepares for the new 
campaign having lost star man 
Yohan Cabaye to Paris St Germain 
last month. 

The £19million-plus the Magpies 
banked for the France international 
remains untouched after since- 
departed director of football Joe 
Kinnear failed to find a replacement 
before the transfer deadline. 

However, Lee believes it could 
take far more than that for Pardew, 
pictured, to rebuild a squad which 
may yet be further depleted during 
the closed-season. 

Asked if four big signings would 
be enough, the 48-year-old former 
midfielder, an ambassador for the 
Budweiser Open Trials campaign, 
which will provide amateur foot¬ 
ballers with the opportunity to play 
at Wembley in front of professional 
scouts, told Press Association Sport: 
“It’s a start. Is it enough? No, proba¬ 
bly not. 



“Is Loic Remy going to sign for us? 
I am sure after the season he has 
had - he’s only on loan - he will 
have a lot of options and, if he sees 
Newcastle selling Cabaye, their best 
player, what’s he going to think? 

“It’s not as though he’s going to 
have a shortage of offers, so my 
instinct would say he won’t sign, so 
you have got to replace him; there 
are rumours that Papiss Cisse is not 
happy and is going to go; Shola 
Ameobi is out of contract; Cheick 
Tiote, is he going to be happy with 
Cabaye going? I think there will be a 
lot of people after him. 

“You have to keep these people 
happy - Fabricio_ Coloccini again, is 
he going to stay? There were 
rumours he wanted to go back any¬ 
way. 

“Again, it comes down to when 
you start selling players, your best 
players that are left are not going to 
be happy.” 

Lee was not surprised to see 
Cabaye leave the club after he was 
unsettled by Arsenal’s bid in August, 
but was astonished that a replace¬ 
ment had not been lined up before 
PSG were given the green light. 

He said: ‘’Everybody knew it was 
coming. That’s fine, but you have to 
have somebody lined up to replace 
him. He’s your best player. 

“He went very, very cheaply as well 
- if you look at Juan Mata going for 
£37million, he’s a bargain, he’s an 
absolute bargain for PSG. 

“We had to have someone lined 
up to replace him straight away, but 
typical Newcastle, we didn’t.” 


SINNING SAINT WHO

‘Penal servitude’ 
for footballer after 
he killed his wife 


JOHN NlcVie was the Saint who 
turned into a sinner. Here, 
Duncan Holley - one of Saints’ 
official Hagiology historians - 
tells the Scot’s remarkable 
story, and hopes there are rel¬ 
atives still in the Southampton 
area who can shed some more 
light on his life... 

On Tuesday morning, October the 
23rd 1906, an ex-Southampton foot¬ 
baller walked into Cumnock Police 
station in Ayrshire. 

According to the Cumnock 
Chronicle, he “quietly” informed 
the on-duty Sergeant that he had 
“just cut his wife’s throat and he 
had called to give himself up”. 

Thirty-three-year-old John 
McKie - who away from football 
preferred to spell his surname 
McCoy - had played for 
Southampton St Marys during the 
1896-97 season and, while in the 
town, had met and married one 
Mary Rose C. Byrne. 

The marriage produced four sons, 
Alexander, born in Kent in 1900 (by 
then his father was playing for 
Dartford), identical twins Gerald 
and Terence born in Southampton 
in 1902, and finally Adrian, who 
arrived two years later while the 
family were living at 7 Anglesea 
Road in Southampton. 

(The three youngest boys were 
baptised in St Edmunds Catholic 
Church just off the Inner Avenue). 

Not a great deal is known about 
the early days of the marriage but, 
due to the nature of John’s itiner¬ 
ant career as a professional foot¬ 
baller, the couple were often apart. 

The 1901 census, for instance, has 
Mary back in Southampton living 
with her brother, Gerald, while 
John was in Wiltshire while on the 
books of Salisbury City. 

Accident 

John had been born in April 1873, 
in Ayrshire and, when aged 16, 
had, while working in a pit, been 
kicked in the forehead by a horse. 

That was an accident that 17 
years later may have saved him 
from the gallows. 

John enlisted in June, 1893 at 
Leith Fort and then, in September 
the following year, was posted to 
15th Company, Royal Artillery 
based at Fareham. 

Like many young soldiers of the 
day, he got into quite a lot of trou¬ 
ble - with the bottle and the fairer 
sex being the problem. 

He was charged with being 
“drunk and disorderly” soon after 
his arrival but not before he had 
spent 21 days in Gosport Hospital 
being treated for mild gonorrhoea. 

He was put on trial for miscon¬ 
duct but then went AWOL, leading 
to a charge of desertion. 

He was sentenced to spend a year 
in military prison but that was 
reduced to 26 days and then, not 
surprisingly, on the 22nd 


December, 1894 he was discharged. 

However there was one silver- 
lined cloud on the horizon. 

While with the RA, John, a right- 
back, had represented them at foot¬ 
ball and had been good enough to 
win county honours. 

The Royal Artillery were then top 
shots in local and amateur football 
circles and frequently played fix¬ 
tures against teams from the 
Southampton area, particularly 
forging special links with 
Freemantle, to whom they often 
loaned players. That explains why, 


some nine months after leaving the 
Army in disgrace, John found him¬ 
self on the books of the Magpies 
and groundsman at their Shirley 
Ground. 

Freemantle were then St Marys’ 
main rivals in the struggle to 
become Southampton’s premier 
football club. 

John had an excellent season for 
the Magpies, virtually ever-present 
he particularly shone when the two 
clubs met in an English Cup fixture 
in October, 1895. 

His performance on the day was 


described in the Southampton 
Times as “quite brilliant” despite 
Freemantle losing 5-1. 

St Marys were now going from 
strength to strength and the follow¬ 
ing season prised John away from 
the ailing Freemantle with an offer 
of a far from paltry £3 a week. 

He duly made his first team bow v 
Chatham in the Southern League 
on September 19th, 1896 and also 
played in six of the seven FA Cup- 
ties that season as Saints reached 
the 2nd Round proper before going 
out to Newton Heath, as 
Manchester United were then 
known. 

Life was looking up and it can 
safely be assumed around this 
stage he met and married Mary, 
four years his junior. 

Mary came from the same St 
Marys district where the team 
were based. 

Mary - the daughter of a John 
Byrne, a superintendent at the 
Ordnance Survey offices - was 
described at the trial some 10 years 
later as being “tall and graceful in 
her movements, quiet in her 
demeanour and nice looking”. 

It was also observed at the trial, 
perhaps tellingly, that “the prevail¬ 
ing opinion is that she was socially 
of a much higher class than her 
husband”. 

Apart from the birth of the four 
boys and the fact that John’s career 
later took him to Fulham, 
Chatham, Cowes, Dartford and 
Salisbury, before ending up back at 
Freemantle, late in 1901, not much 
is known on how the partnership 
evolved. 

Employment 

That is until 1906 when John, hav¬ 
ing hung up his boots and returned 
to Ayrshire, managed to find 
employment in a Cronberry pit 
where his father, Francis, worked. 

He duly sent for his family to 
come and join him to live in his 
father’s small mining cottage, at 
243 Front Row, Cronberry. 

It was there in the front room, 
just off the kitchen, where Mary, 
on the Tuesday morning, had her 
throat cut while sleeping with 
Adrian who was, “lying within her 
left arm” with “his hair matted and 
his little nightdress bespattered 
with the life’s blood of his mother”. 

There were no signs of a struggle, 
but according to the case for the 
Crown during the trial “the razor 
must have been applied at least 
twice, and with great violence”. 

What had driven John McKie to 
such a desperate act? 

Unfortunately he chose not to 
take the stand during his trial, his 
defence team instead stating “that 
at the time when the accused is 
alleged to have committed the 
crime charged against him he was 
insane, and was subject to and 
acted under the influence of a 
maniacal paroxysm and sudden 
uncontrollable insane impulse 
which deprived him of his senses”. 

The prisoner, as he was referred

the war” - but he would have been 
too young for WW1 and too old for 
WW2. 

Meanwhile, in the same 1911 cen¬ 
sus, John McKie (or McCoy as he 
was referred to during the trial) 
was listed as being in Peterhead 
prison and bizarrely states that he 
is married (had he forgotten he had 
murdered his wife or had he got 
remarried and had there been 
another woman on the scene all the 
time?), but after that his trail goes 
factually cold. 

In family folklore, however, the 
flame flickers. 

Adrian, now in the States, married 
and had two children, one of whom, 
Adrianne, is still alive in 2014, aged

to, was sketched for the benefit of 
the Chronicle readers and was 
described as “a well set up man, 
with fair curly hair and a slight 
moustache”. 

Speaking on his behalf were his 
two brothers, Terence and Francis, 
his aunt. Sarah McKinlay. and his 
father, Francis. 

All of them spoke well of John and 
the affection he apparently had for 
his wife. 

But it seems, since returning to 
Scotland, he had started drinking 
heavily and such were his moods 
that even his own father was fearful 
of him when drunk. 

Mary’s father-in-law, who slept in 
the cottage’s other bedroom, had 
risen and left for his work at the pit 
at 7am on the morning of the mur¬ 
der and testified that “he had spo¬ 
ken to the deceased before his 
departure, when she cried out to 
him, as she lay in bed, where some 
tobacco had been laid.” 

According to the Chronicle, “it 
must have been shortly afterward 
that McCoy (McKie) accomplished 
his fiendish work”. 

One of the brothers also testified 
that, ever since that kick on the 


head, John had always been prone 
to rash behaviour. He once stuck 
his hand into a fire on purpose, 
severely burning it, and another 
time, when drunk, he jumped 
through the local constable’s front 
window, a misdemeanour for which 
he was duly fined. 

A picture then of a tortured soul 
temporarily unbalanced by a mas¬ 
sive sustained indulgence in alco¬ 
hol, in the days leading up to the 
murder, a lack of any clear motive 
and the fact the case for the Crown 
did not produce sufficient medical 
evidence to “meet the special plea of 
the defence” was, just about, 
enough to spare John the hang¬ 
man’s noose. 

Penal servitude 

After just 20 minutes the jury - fol¬ 
lowing direction from the judge - 
returned with a verdict of culpable 
homicide and John McKie, ex- 
Southampton and Hampshire 
County footballer was sentenced to 
ten years penal servitude. 

Mary was buried in in St Patrick’s 
church, midway between Cron- 
berry and Auchinleck, with none of 


her family present at the service. 

Although she had only been in 
their midst a matter of weeks, the 
local women arranged a collection 
of £1 12s 8d to buy her “a beautiful 
wreath which was placed with ten¬ 
der hands on the coffin”. 

But what of her four boys? 

At the trial only one, Adrian, is 
mentioned at the time of the killing 
and thankfully, as we have seen, he 
had slept through the whole grue¬ 
some experience, despite being in 
the same bed. 

The precise whereabouts of the 
other three boys at this time is 
uncertain but it is known that in 
October 1909 Adrian and the twins 
left for Pennsylvania for a new life 
accompanied by four of John’s sis¬ 
ters and his aunt. 

The eldest boy, Alexander was left 
behind in Southampton to be raised 
by members of the Byrne family. 

In 1911 he was living at 17 
Silverdale Road, with Mary’s broth¬ 
er Gerald and two of her sisters, 
Isabella and Louisa. 

What then became of Alexander is 
uncertain. One family rumour is he 
went to Canada and raised a family, 
another has him losing his life “in 


74. 

She was not told of the murder 
until her father had passed away in 
1971. 

Her daughter, Lisa, has since con¬ 
ducted a lot of research and found a 
mystery photograph of her grandfa¬ 
ther, Adrian, as a teenager (circa 
early 1920s). 

What happened 

To his right is an unidentified 
man, aged around 50. 

No one knows who he is or where 
the photo was taken, but Adrian’s 
wife, Anna (Lisa’s grandmother) 
once told her that John did try to 
visit his sons in the States as he 
knew he was dying. 

There is no hard evidence to sug¬ 
gest this did happen, but there is 
something about the face of the 
older man that is familiar. 

Could Adrian have forgiven his 
father’s dreadful crime and posed 
with him for this photograph?

Saints star 
Pat Parker 
mourned 

PAT Parker, a Saints star of the 
Saints defence in the 1950s, 
has passed away at the age of 
84. 

The 6ft 1 in Devonshire-born 
centre-half was a modest man 
who declared himself “very 
lucky to come out of village 
football” at the age of 20 to 
play for Plymouth Argyle and 
Newton Abbot having complet¬ 
ed his national service in the 
RAF. 

But Saints boss Sid Cann 
thought otherwise and signed 
Parker in August 1951. 

The new recruit shared digs 
in the groundsman’s cottage at 
the County Ground with young 
cricketer Mike Barnard, who 
had just signed for Portsmouth, 
and often joined him for an 
evening session in the nets. 

Parker made his Saints debut 
almost immediately but his 
career suffered a setback when 
he twice broke his right leg in 
friendlies, one of them back at 
Newton Abbot. 

And it wasn’t until Ted Bates 
took over in October 1955 that 
the fit-again Parker became a 
Southampton regular. 



He was ever-present in 1956- 
57, a season in which Saints 
boasted the best defensive 
record in Division 3 South. 

After leaving The Dell in May 
1959, Parker spent a season at 
Poole Town before joining 
Cowes Sports where he 
remained in various capacities 
into his 50s. 

Living in Southampton and 
working as a production con¬ 
troller at Racal’s Hythe factory, 
he travelled over to Cowes for 
home games and Island der¬ 
bies on the ferry and reportedly 
cherished fonder memories of 
those days than his eight sea¬ 
sons in League football. 

Despite problems with his 
knees, he took up a new sport, 
bowls, at 80 and in August 2012 
turned up at Waterstone’s in 
West Quay to greet Terry Paine 
who was signing copies of his 
book Suited and Booted. 

Parker, a grandfather and 
much-loved father to Steve and 
Chris, passed away at 
Southampton General Hospital 
on January 28. 

The funeral service will be 
held next Tuesday (February 
11, 12 noon) at St Boniface 
Catholic Church in Shirley 
Road.

R ICKIE Lambert secured 
himself a unique place in 
Saints’ history last week 
as he made it 100 league 
goals for the club. 

The 31-year-old striker joined Saints 
in August 2009, signed by then man¬ 
ager Alan Pardew for what has 
proved to be a bargain £1 m from 
Bristol Rovers. 

From that time onwards he has 
barely stopped scoring. 

When Lambert joined Saints he 
hadn’t even played in the second tier 
of English football, but after winning 
back-to-back promotions is now a 
Premier League regular and a full 
England international dreaming of a 
place in the squad for this summer’s 
World Cup. 

Here at the Sports Pink we pay trib¬ 
ute to Lambert’s amazing goalscoring 
feats and take a look back at all 100 
league goals he has bagged for the 
club. 


1) AUGUST 15, 2009 
HUDDERSFIELD 3 SAINTS 1 

Scored his first league goal for 
Saints with an equalising header 
early in the second half at the 
Galpharm Stadium that bounced off 
the crossbar and over the line. It 
proved to only be a consolation, how¬ 
ever, as Huddersfield scored twice 
more. 

2) AUGUST 29, 2009 
STOCKPORT 1 SAINTS 1 

Penalty number one of Lambert’s 
Saints career was successfully con¬ 
verted against one of his former 
clubs, as he blasted home into the 
bottom left corner from 12 yards late 
in the first half, before a late spot- 
kick denied the club victory. 

3&4) SEPTEMBER 19, 2009 
SAINTS 2 YEOVIL 0 

A pair of penalties for Lambert. 

First, he fired low to the keeper’s 
right after a foul on Marek 
Saganowski. Then, early in the sec¬ 
ond half, he powered the ball into the 
opposite corner following a handball. 

That helped Saints claim their first 
league win of the season under Alan 
Pardew 

5) SEPTEMBER 29, 2009 
SAINTS 2 BRISTOL ROVERS 3 

Lambert, rather predictably, 
scored against his old club. His thun¬ 
dering header from a Lloyd James 
delivery was judged to have crossed 
the line, within a minute of the sec¬ 
ond half beginning. The goal put 
Saints 2-1 up, before Rovers came 
back to win. 

6) OCTOBER 3, 2009 
SAINTS 4 GILLINGHAM 1 

A sublime early goal from Lambert, 
who hit a thumping volley into the 
bottom corner from Dean 
Hammond’s rightwing delivery. The 
strike set Saints on their way to a 
win that erased the ten-point deficit 
they began the season with. 

7) OCTOBER 17, 2009 
OLDHAM 1 SAINTS 3 


Lambert netted his first Saints free- 
kick, although this was hardly the 
best of the bunch. His low curling 
effort around the Oldham wall 
squirmed under the keeper Dean 
Brill and over the line. But, hey, they 
all count. 

8) OCTOBER 24, 2009 
SAINTS 3 MK DONS 1 

Lambert scored the decisive goal, 
breaking a tie late in the game, as he 
finished off a training ground rou¬ 
tine. Adam Lallana dummied a free- 
kick near the by-line, and Lloyd 
James cut the ball back into the path 
of Lambert to sweep home. 

9&10) OCTOBER 31, 2009 
LEYTON ORIENT 2 SAINTS 2 

Lambert scored twice late on to res¬ 
cue a point. 


First, he sidefooted home from 
eight yards, after being picked out by 
Adam Lallana’s beautiful first-time 
pass. Then, he lashed a half-volley 
into the top corner from just inside 
the area. 

11) NOVEMBER 15, 2009 
SAINTS 1 BRIGHTON 3 

A late first-half penalty gave 
Lambert the chance to make it 2-1. 

As always, he made no mistake 
from the spot, striking the ball low 
into the bottom corner, halving 
Brighton’s lead in the process. In the 
end, however, the goal was for 
naught. 

12) NOVEMBER 24, 2009 
HARTLEPOOL 1 SAINTS 3 

After setting up Adam Lallana’s 
equaliser, Lambert made certain 


that the Saints fans who had made 
the long trip on a Tuesday night went 
home happy, closing down a clear¬ 
ance from the Hartlepool keeper 
before slotting the ball into the net 
for the team’s third goal. 

13) DECEMBER 1, 2009

BOOM! The sound reverberated around the 
office like a thunderous Ricky Ponting drive 
through extra cover, but the great Australian 
batsman was thousands of miles away - the 
noise emanated from his thumping autobi¬ 
ography, which runs to a mammoth 700+ 
pages, hitting the desk. 

As England’s disastrous tour Down Under 
limped to towards its humiliating conclusion 
following the final one-dayer last week, all 
thoughts of cricketing success were being 
condemned to a dark space reserved for 
abstract notions, somewhere towards the 
rear of our sporting consciousness. 

While wholly understandable, cricket sup¬ 
porters, together with those who simply 
enjoy reading about a sporting phenome¬ 
non, should lump a copy of this enormous 
book to their favourite armchair and settle in 
for a lengthy treat. 

Having made his first class debut (for 
Tasmania) before he was 18, Ricky Ponting 
went on to be capped 168 times by 
Australia, captaining his country for seven 
mostly successful 
years, between 
2004-11: the team 
lost just 16 of their 
77 matches with 
Ponting at the 
helm. He retired in 
2012, boasting a 
Test average of 
51.85. 

These are the 
bare facts, but At 
the Close of Play is 
considerably more than an autobiography 
assembled to fit around a series of impres¬ 
sive statistics. 

Ponting was such a natural cricketer that 
he had secured a sponsorship contract with 
a bat manufacturer by the time he was 12 
after scoring four centuries in a week for a 
junior team. A place at Australia’s Cricket 
Academy soon followed; he would graduate 
with a reputation as the best player that 
several of the academy’s hardened coaches 
had ever seen. 

Were you to draw a graph of his Test 
career, however, it would not be represent¬ 
ed by an upward-only curve. He often 
encountered difficulty with high-class short¬ 
er deliveries and following several off-field 
incidents, he admitted (in 1999) that he had 
a “problem with alcohol.” 

Nevertheless, you do not play more than 
160 Test matches for Australia if your tem¬ 
perament is suspect. Accordingly, Ponting 
deserves his place in cricket’s pantheon of 
greats, up there with two of his contempo¬ 
raries, Tendulkar and Lara. Could he have 
been a little more adventurous as a captain? 
Probably, although as he proved time and 
again, pragmatism is possibly a greater fea¬ 
ture of leadership.

Another suspended fine of £200 was 
implemented and could be imposed if 
Vaughan is charged again before May 
31,2016. 

Asked whether the hefty sanction 
was fair, Vaughan, pictured above, 
said: “One hundred per cent and, of 
course, I regret what happened. 

“I was fuming after the decision but, 
having said that, I have got to learn to 
keep my mouth shut whether I think 
the referee’s call is good, bad or indif¬ 
ferent.” 

Vaughan’s touchline ban starts next 
Wednesday (February 12).

TJ CUTHBERTSON 


SHOLING appear to 
have successfully 
resisted Poole Town’s 
attempts to sign right- 
back TJ Cuthbertson. 

The ink had barely 
dried on Cuthbertson’s 
transfer to the 
Boatmen from 
Sydenhams Premier 
rivals Blackfield & 
Langley when a seven- 
day notice of approach 
winged its way in from 
Poole. 

With Sam Clarke 
announcing his 
unavailability due to 
work commitments, 
Dolphins boss Tom 
Killick - a long-time 
admirer of Cuthbertson 
- felt the former 
Portsmouth, Eastleigh 
and Winchester man 


would make an ideal 
addition for his side’s 
Calor Southern 
Premier promotion 
run-in. 

But Cuthbertson lives 
just a stone’s throw 
away from Sholing’s 
Portsmouth Road 
ground and Boatmen’s 
boss Dave Diaper said 
the player was 
“adamant” he wanted 
to stay with the 
Wessex top-flight title 
favourites. 

Killick admitted: “It is 
always difficult to per¬ 
suade players in the 
Wessex League who 
are relatively well 
rewarded to make the 
extra commitment 
required at our level. 

“Financially, Sholing 


are still a Southern 
League club and you 
can understand play¬ 
ers who want to earn 
money for fewer hours 
on the road. 

“When we were in 
the Wessex, we bene¬ 
fited from the same 
situation when 
Southern League clubs 
came calling. 

“We are still talking 
to TJ, but I am also 
actively looking else¬ 
where.” 

Southampton-based 
Cuthbertson, then a 
striker, signed a two- 
year scholarship for 
Portsmouth as a 16- 
year-old in 2005. 

Following his release 
from Fratton Park he 
had a spell at Eastleigh 


and, for the past two 
seasons, has been part 
of Sydenhams Premier 
championship-winning 
sides at Winchester 
and Blackfield. 

Speaking after Killick 
had lodged notice of 
approach for the 24- 
year-old, Sholing boss 
Diaper said he didn’t 
blame his Poole coun¬ 
terpart for trying. 

“To be fair to Tom, I 
think he’d already got 
his eye on TJ and he’s 
only doing his job,” he 
said. 

“Poole have got a 
hell of a run-in and he 
obviously thinks his 
squad needs adding 
to. I understand that, 
we’ve all been in those 
positions. 


“I never waive the 
seven days on princi¬ 
ple, but TJ’s adamant 
he wants to stay with 
us.” 

Cuthbertson made an 
unhappy return to his 
old club Blackfield on 
Tuesday when, in dis¬ 
mal conditions, Sholing 
were beaten 3-1 by the 
reigning Wessex 
champions - their first 
defeat of the 
Sydenhams Premier 
season. 

Diaper, though, was 
happy with his new 
addition, saying: “TJ 
played well. He can fill 
in at centre-half and he 
had to on Tuesday 
after we lost Lee 
Bright and Pete Castle 
to injury.” 


DIAPER PACING AN 
INJURY HEADACHE 
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AS Dave Diaper watched his 
much-fancied Sholing side slith¬ 
er to their first Sydenhams 
Premier defeat of the season at 
gale-hit Gang Warily on lUesday, 
he couldn’t help but fret about 
their FA Vase prospects. 

It wasn’t so much the 3-1 scoreline 
that concerned the boss, but the 
sight of three players going off 
injured. 

Central midfielder Alex Sawyer 
was the first to make his exit and 
then came the painful double-wham¬ 
my of losing twin centre-backs Lee 
Bright and Pete Castle. 

Of the two, Castle is giving most 
cause for concern. 

The big former Reading, Bashley 
and AFC Totton defender sustained 
a knee injury in pre-season that 
sidelined him for six weeks and 
Diaper fears the same problem has 
come back to haunt him. 

It almost certainly rules Castle out 
of next Saturday’s massive FA Vase 
last-16 clash at home to Larkhall 
Athletic and could potentially 
keep him out until March. 

“I’ve got a feeling this is a 
recurrence of the knee 
injury Pete got in pre-sea- 
son and he’s looking at

three to four weeks out,” said 
Diaper. 

“Lee Bright’s is a calf strain but 
he’s not available in any case on 
Saturday (today) because he’s going 
away and I don’t think he’s back 
until Thursday. 

“Central defender-wise, it leaves us 
thin on the ground. Mike Carter 
would normally cover there, but he’s 
out after cutting a tendon in his 
thumb at work. 

“We’ve also had Tyronne Bowers 
out after injuring his back playing 
badminton and Marc Diaper’s been 
working. 

“Young Danny Miller went on to 
cover for Pete for the 
last 15 minutes at 
Blackfield, but 
he’s hardly 
played. He 
injured his 
ankle at 
Clevedon in 
the FA Cup 
and then 
broke his 
wrist play¬ 
ing netball 
at college. 
Fully fit, 
Dan’s a great 
asset, but he’s 
still rusty 
where he’s had 
no continu¬ 
ity of 
games.” 


Rewind a month and everything in 
the Sholing garden was rosy with 
practically a full-strength squad 
available and not a single defeat in 
the league. 

But the recent spate of wet-weather 
postponements has slowed their 
momentum, giving Diaper an added 
headache as he attempts to plot the 
downfall of a Larkhall side topping 
the Toolstation Western League with 
a near perfect record of 21 wins and 
a draw from 22 games. 

As Tuesday’s result showed, the 
Sydenhams Premier title is by no 
means a done deal for Sholing - 
albeit that leaders Winchester City 
came a cropper too that night, beat¬ 
en 3-0 at fourth-placed Alresford 
Town. 

It means the Boatmen remain well- 
placed, just a point behind City with 
six games in hand, but Diaper knows 
it could all too easily slip away. 

“In a way Winchester losing was a 
good result for us, but I still think 
Alresford are a threat,.” Diaper said. 

“They’ve played us twice, 
Winchester twice and Blackfield 
once and I can’t see them losing too 
many games.” 

All being well with the weather, 
Sholing are due to host Conference 
South outfit Farnborough in the 
Russell Cotes Cup quarter-final on 
Tuesday, but that too presents a 
dilemma.It’s not a must-win compe¬ 
tition for the Boatmen but Diaper 
will be wary of resting too many 
first-team regulars. 

“I don’t want to get hammered,” he 
said. “I’d hate us to go into the Vase 
game on the back of a seven or eight- 
goal defeat.” 



PETE CASTLE 
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BLACKFIELD & Langley sent a huge 
message out to the Sydenhams 
Wessex Premier Division this week: 
Sholing are not invincible. 

After a run of 21 league games without 
defeat, Dave Diaper’s title favourites were 
gunned down 3-1 by the reigning league 
champions in torrid conditions at Gang 
Warily on Tuesday, marking the greatest 
achievement of Kevin Gibbens’ fledgling 
managerial career. 

Prior to spearheading Blackfield’s title 
charge last season, ex-Saint Gibbens was 
eight years a Sholing man, captaining the 
Boatmen and oozing quality, be it in central 
midfield, up top or doing the occasional 
shift in central defence. 

But on Tuesday the Watersiders’ recently 
appointed player-boss, pictured left, came 
back to haunt his old club. 

Gibbens brilliantly marshalled his troops 
in a central defensive role and watched on 
with satisfaction as goals by Neil Williams, 
Craig Feeney and new signing Jack 
Satterley turned the game on its head after 
Ashley Jarvis had given Sholing a 15th- 
minute lead. 

It hasn’t been the easiest of times for 
Blackfield of late with Gibbens’ predecessor 
Glenn Burnett and a handful of key players 
leaving. 

But, aided by assistant manager Chris 
Farrell, Gibbens has impressively steadied 
the ship - much to the delight of chairman 
Owen Lightfoot. 

Reflecting on a brilliant result for 
Blackfield, Lightfoot said afterwards: “This 
shows that the lads who’ve stayed after our 
little upheaval are still putting heart and 
soul into it. 

“Kev (Gibbens) played centre-back 
tonight and he’s leading by example. He’s 
doing a good job rallying the troops. 

“The conditions weren’t ideal, but the ref 
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tried to let the game flow and the lads put in 
a good all-round performance. I can’t praise 
them enough.” 

Although the weather looked promising 
when Lightfoot checked the pitch mid-after¬ 
noon, rain and howling wind closed in and 
the chairman admitted: “If there had been 
an inspection at half-time, it wouldn’t have 
been played.” 

Sholing boss Dave Diaper agreed: “There 
was nothing wrong with the pitch and I was 
happy until about ten minutes before half¬ 
time, 1-0 up and kicking against the wind. 

“But the wind got up to about 80mph and 
at one stage we took a goal kick, the ball 
went up into the air and was blown back 
from the halfway line into our box!” 

By half-time Blackfield were 2-1 up and 
Satterley added a third for good measure in 
the second half. 

“At half-time I said to the lads we can still 
do this with the wind in Blackfield’s faces, 
but we didn’t turn up for the second-half 
and it didn’t help losing two centre-halves 
(Lee Bright and Pete Castle) to injury,” said 
Diaper. 

“Blackfield had something to defend and 
they went about it the right way. 

“Gibbo was talking to his back four all the 
time and that’s where you’re at an advan¬ 
tage as a player-manager because in, those 
conditions, it was hard to get instructions 
onto the pitch. 

“But fair play to Blackfield, they dealt 
with the conditions better than we did. 

“I was very impressed with their new lad 
Jack Satterley up front. He’s got great 
movement and looks like a proper foot¬ 
baller.”

CONFERENCE South 
neighbours Havant & 
Waterlooville and 
Gosport Borough are on 
a semi-final collision 
course in the FA Trophy, 
but the pair have been 
kept apart in the last four 
of the Hampshire FA

With the county cup 
final due to be held at 
Fratton Park this season, 
it’s fitting that there are 
three Portsmouth area 
teams though to the last 


four. The odd ones out 
are Jason Bristow’s 
Basingstoke Town, also 
of the Conference South, 
who have been handed 
an away tie at Gosport. 

Havant, meanwhile, will 
host this season’s sur¬ 
prise Sydenhams Wessex 
Premier package AFC 
Portchester, who are 
going great guns under 
head coach Graham Rix.

“We went back to 
Sholing this season and 
won well,” said Bradbury. 

“I like to think we now 
take all games equally 
seriously and want to 
win.” 


The Havant versus 
Portchester match has 
special significance for 
both management teams. 

Bradbury played under 
Rix at Portsmouth and 
Oxford United and was a 
Bournemouth teammate 
of ex-Saint Jake 
Thomson who recently 
joined the Wicor Rec 
ranks. 

And for Portchester’s 


director of football Mick 
Jenkins it’s the chance to 
return to the club he 
served as player, manag¬ 
er and director. 

Bradbury said of 
Thomson: “I know what 
he’s capable of and, on 
his day, he is probably 
the best player in their 
league.” 

The county cup semi¬ 
finals are due to be 
played in the week com¬ 
mencing Monday, March

FORMER Brading Town goalkeeper 
Simon Moore has joined Bristol City 
on loan for the rest of the season. 

Isle of Wight lad Moore - son of 
former Brading boss and Roadsea 
Southampton goalkeeper, Phil - 
signed a four-year contract for 
Premier League new boys Cardiff 
City during the summer after an 
outstanding spell at Brentford where 
he kept 13 clean sheets in 52 
appearances last season. 

During his time at Griffin Park the 
23-year-old, who came through the 
Saints Academy, cemented a repu¬ 
tation as one of the most highly- 
rated young stoppers 
in the country and 
Bristol City boss 
Steve Cotterill, 
right, has 
described him as 
the “best goal¬ 
keeper in League 
One last season”.

dicted they would be the south 
coast equivalent of Wimbledon’s 
‘Crazy Gang’. 

The Dons proved that being 
unfashionable and unfancied 
was no barrier to success when 
they pulled off one of the FA 
Cup’s greatest ever shocks, beat¬ 
ing Liverpool 1-0 in the 1988 
Wembley final. 

Now, following last Saturday’s 
remarkable 2-1 quarter-final 
success at North Ferriby United, 
Gosport are just 180 minutes 
away from a Wembley appear¬ 
ance of their own.

And, intriguingly, the club 
standing between them and a 
dream date at the home of 
English football are neighbours 
Havant & Waterlooville who saw 
off Aldershot Town 4-1 in 
Tuesday’s delayed quarter-final. 

“It’s brilliant,” smiled 
Southampton-based former 
Eastleigh midfielder Brown, the 
proud owner of Borough’s cap¬ 
tain’s armband. 

“Seven years ago Gosport were 
a Wessex League club and now 
we’re in the semis of the FA 
Trophy. 

“People can call us minnows, 
they can call us what they like. 
I’m sure our lads will take it on 
the chin.” 

When the quarter-final draw 
was made last month, it looked 
for all the world as if Borough - 
struggling one off the foot of the 
Conference South - had drawn 
the short straw away to a North 
Ferriby side sitting top of the 
Conference North. 

But Alex Pike’s men took the 
260-mile journey to Hull in their 
stride, taking a shock 2-0 lead 
into half-time and holding 
strong for a historic 2-1 victory. 

“The flip side of our Trophy 
success is that we’re second to 



bottom of the league but, 
because of that, I don’t think 
teams give us enough respect,” 
said Brown. 

“We’re probably in a false 
position in the league because 
we’ve got games in hand but, 
saying that, I’d rather have the 
points.” 

Unlike most Conference South 
teams, Gosport are made up 
largely of locally-based players, 
many of whom made their 
name in the lower league ranks. 


The likes of Danny Smith and 
Andy Forbes were key compo¬ 
nents of Winchester City’s 2004 
FA Vase-winning machine, 
while silky-skilled winger Mike 
Gosney learned his trade at 
AFC Totton and graced 
Wembley with the Stags in the 
2007 Vase final. 

But it was Gosport’s two expe¬ 
rienced ex-Football League 
campaigners - Sammy Igoe and 
Tim Sills - who gunned North 
Ferriby down.

Debate over artificial 


THE debate over the pros and 
cons of artificial pitches is set 
to continue. 

The fight for the introduction 
of 3G (third generation) pitches 
hit the headlines last week 
when a proposal to allow syn¬ 
thetic surfaces in the Skrill 
Football Conference was 
defeated by 21 votes to 11. 

That has got local clubs talk¬ 
ing and, in the view of Steve 
Cuss - manager of Calor 
Southern One South & West 
outfit Wimborne Town - 3G 
pitches get a big thumbs up. 


Cuss, who doubles up as head 
of AFC Bournemouth’s 
Community Sports Trust, said: 
“I’m in big favour of 3G pitches. 

“We’ve had experience of 
playing on one at Merthyr Town 
and I’ve done plenty of coach¬ 
ing on them. 

“I really like them and it’s got 
to be the way forward if clubs 
can find the finances for them. 

“It allows you to play more 


football and also helps youth 
development. 

“We’ve got lots of junior sides 
at our place and, instead of 
playing in the mud on a 
Saturday morning, they can play 
on a 3G pitch. 

“We enjoyed playing at 
Merthyr and we’d have no com¬ 
plaints if more clubs got 3G sur¬ 
faces.” 

Havant & Waterlooville’s ex- 


AFC Bournemouth boss Lee 
Bradbury had a differing view, 
however. 

Although the Hawks face a 
growing backlog of fixtures due 
to multiple wet-weather post¬ 
ponements on traditional grass 
pitches, he believes the intro¬ 
duction of 3G playing surfaces 
would ruin the game - and be 
potentially harmful to players. 

“It would slow the game up

“The extra twisting and turn¬ 
ing can take a huge toll on 
joints and cause problems for 
players coming back from 
injury.”

promotion from the Ryman 
Premier to the Conference 
South with an artificial surface. 

The ‘pro’ 3G lobby argue that 
all-weather pitches make finan¬ 
cial common sense for non- 
League clubs, drastically reduc¬ 
ing the number of postpone¬ 
ments and enabling clubs to 
hire the surface out for commu¬ 
nity use. 


But with 3G pitches not per¬ 
mitted in the Football League 
either, it would prove problem¬ 
atic for the Football Conference 
if their sides were ruled out of 
promotion from the Premier 
Division. 

Eastleigh manager Richard Hill 
attended last week’s 
Conference meeting in which 
the 3G proposal was rejected. 

He declined to say how 


Eastleigh had voted but, having 
experienced the Maidstone 
pitch in the FA Trophy earlier in 
the season, he is convinced that 
knowing the quirks of a synthet¬ 
ic surface give the home club a 
head start. 

Hill’s Spitfires came through a 
tight tie 2-1 at Maidstone, but 
he said: “It (having a 3G pitch) is 
an advantage, I don’t care what 
you say. You only have to look 


at Maidstone’s home record to 
see that. 

“Twelve months before we 
played there, they knocked 
Salisbury City out of the FA 
Trophy at home and, for the first 
20 minutes or so, they put us 
under so much pressure that we 
could have lost the tie because 
of their knowledge of the pitch. 

Maidstone intend to take the 
fight all the way and are 


demanding a compromise 
which would allow artificial 
pitches in the Conference South 
and North divisions initially. 3G 
pitches are already in use in the 
Champions’ League and World 
Cup qualifying fixtures and 
Stones co-owner Oliver Nash 
insisted: “The Conference sim¬ 
ply cannot continue avoiding the 
issue. 

“It’s difficult to get your head 
around how you can play World 
Cup games on 3G but not a 
match involving two semi-pro¬ 
fessional teams.”

Alex Pike’s Borough to succes¬ 
sive promotions to the Skrill 
Conference South, has joined 
Poole, initially for a month, in 
a bid to regain his form follow¬ 
ing an indifferent start to the 
season. 

And, after helping Poole sink 
Bedford, he had a keen eye on 
the outcome of Havant & 
Waterlooville’s FA Trophy 
quarter-final against 

Aldershot - with victory for 
the Hawks setting up a last- 
four clash with Gosport. 

Although Bennett is ineligi¬ 
ble for the first leg of the semi¬ 
final under the terms of his 
loan, he would be available for 
the second at Privett Park on 
February 22 - and a possible 
final at Wembley in March. 

Bennett, a paraplanner for a 
financial adviser in Salisbury, 
said: “I was buzzing for the lads 
at Gosport when they got 
through. 

“I can’t say I am not thinking 
about it but, as much as it is on 
my mind, I am just trying to 
concentrate on doing as well as 
I can for Poole. 

“I would love to be part of it. 


It is not every day a player at 
this level gets a chance of a day 
out at Wembley and I would be 
gutted if I were to miss out.

Bennett netted twice inside 
the opening 19 minutes at 
Bedford before his third goal 
was sandwiched between sec¬ 
ond-half strikes by Marvin 
Brooks and Jordan Chiedozie.

Which is why it is so hard to believe 
only four years have passed since 
Saints were the underdogs against 
Pompey on FA Cup fourth-round week¬ 
end. 

Handicapped by a ten-point deduction 
in the bottom half of League One fol¬ 
lowing the double whammy of adminis¬ 
tration and relegation the previous 
summer, Saints were 38 places below a 
Pompey side still clinging on to Premier 
League status. 

They drew on the two occasions they 
crossed paths in the Championship in 
2011/12, the season Saints fans cele¬ 
brated back-to-back promotions - and 
the second of Pompey’s three relega¬ 


tions in four years. 

But it is likely to be a long time before 
Saints get another chance to avenge the 
4-1 defeat they suffered at home to their 
great rivals on February 13, 2010. 

Pompey sub Quincy Owusu-Abeyie 
opened the scoring for Avram Grant’s 
side midway through the second half. 

And after Rickie Lambert responded 
by heading the equaliser four minutes 
later, Pompey ran riot with goals from 
Aruna Dindane, Nadir Belhadj and 
Jamie O’Hara. 

Four of that Saints team - Kelvin

Schneiderlin and Lambert - remain 
with the club.

London the next day. 

AUGUST 2008: Takes over the 
captaincy of both Test and one-day 
international teams, after Vaughan’s 
resignation in the longer format dur¬ 
ing a home series defeat against 
South Africa. Marks first match as 
captain, against his native country, 
with a century at The Oval. 

MAY 2010: Player of the tourna¬ 
ment as England win their first ever 
International Cricket Council silver¬ 
ware, under Paul Collingwood’s cap¬ 
taincy, in the World Twenty20 in the 
Caribbean.

It wasn’t all snow and skiing, however. King also spent 
five months in Belfast, in 1980. 

“I went there as a 20-year-old, in a place called Ardoyne 
- a staunch Catholic area - and saw quite a few riots,” he 
said. 

“It was during the Bobby Sands hunger strike days, so it 
was very volatile and very dangerous. 

“It was very, very frightening. But you join the Army to 
serve your country, and you’ve got to go wherever they 
send you.” 

In the end, though, it was snowbound countries where 
King was being sent more and more. 

Eventually, in 1984, he was dispatched to Yugoslavia. 

“I think anybody going to the Olympic Games, their first 
one especially, it’s an achievement just to get there,” said 
King. 

“It was completely fantastic, and a great, great experi¬ 
ence.” ■ 

He added: “I can remember feeling really proud the first 
time I was selected to perform for Great Britain. 

“You put the tracksuit on and it’s got ‘Great Britain’ on 
your back. 

“It’s an unbelievable feeling, because you’ve trained so 
hard for it. 

“Even though Great Britain isn’t a renowned skiing 
nation, once you put that Great Britain uniform on and 
know that you’re representing your country it makes you 
feel really proud.” 

King competed in the 10km sprint event in Sarajevo, fin¬ 
ishing in 51st place. 

He says the memory of lining up for the race is still a vivid 
one, although it is not his only highlight from those Games. 

King, in fact, was present at one of the most iconic 
moments in British sporting history. 

“In ’84 I was lucky enough to be in the stadium when 
Torvill and Dean won their gold medal,” he said. 

“It was unbelievable. I had Princess Anne sat in the row in 
front of me, and obviously Torvill and Dean got their 
straight sixes. 

“We met them afterwards, and had a glass of champagne. 
It was a fantastic experience.” 

After the 1984 Olympics, King was released from regular

duties with his Army unit to train full-time. 

“I really sacrificed my potential to move up through the 
ranks for skiing,” he said. “I didn’t regret that, but I know 
that it held me back as regards Army progress.” 

As well as events, King would travel a lot for training, with 
the athletes being taken to Scotland and alpine European 
countries in order to hone their skills. 


Even at home in Southampton, though, the practice would¬ 
n’t stop for the former Bellemoor School pupil. 

“You’d do what they called roller skiing, which is basically 
a pair of training shoes that are in a binder on a short ski 
with wheels on - one wheel on the front and one on the 
back,” he said. 

“You basically find quiet roads - I used to go to the New 
Forest, out to Stoney Cross area - with a pair of ski sticks 
with points on the end and ski up and down for a couple of 
hours around there. 

“We did get some weird looks. You don’t see many people 
doing it nowadays, but 30-odd years ago it was completely 
bizarre.” 

National champion 

Able to focus solely on his skiing, King achieved some out¬ 
standing results, becoming British national champion, a 
Scandinavian champion and finishing 15th in a World Cup. 

He competed in three events at the 1988 Olympics - the 
10km sprint, 20km, and the 4x7.5km relay, recording finish¬ 
es of 61st, 47th and 13th respectively. 

“I don’t believe I ever achieved what I was capable of in the 
Games. After that top 15 (in the World Cup), I never re-

AS THE 2014 Winter Olympics dawn in Sochi, 
Hampshire’s Itevor King will cast his mind back 
some 30 years to a different Games altogether. 

The opening of the sporting extravaganza in Russia will 
spark vivid memories for the Southampton-born athlete, 
who is one of the rarest of breeds - a British Winter 
Olympian. 

King has twice represented his country in the Games, 
firstly in Sarajevo, in 1984, and then four years later, in 
Calgary. 

He did it the hard way too, competing in the biathlon, a 
mixture of cross-country skiing and rifle shooting that is 
one of the most demanding sports on the winter calendar. 

King, however, was an ideal candidate for the event. 

Joining the Army at 16, he was in the perfect environ¬ 
ment to build his physical and mental strength, as well as 
to refine his gun skills. 

His path to biathlon was not one he intended to take, 
though. 

“I fell into it quite by accident,” he explained. “I’d just 
joined the Army and they said ‘who’d like to go away 
this winter and ski?’ and I just put my hand up. 

“But it turned out to be cross-country skiing. I did¬ 
n’t know that. 

“I thought I’d be gliding downhill. I’d never even 
heard of biathlon!” 

King, who was a Bombardier in the Royal 
Artillery, added: “I joined the Army thinking it was 
going to be a complete Army career, and not go into 
sport. 

“I was what they call quite ‘Army Barmy’, or 
green. I loved it, I really enjoyed it.” 

But King took to biathlon instantly and soon began 
to work his way up through the British ranks, end¬ 
ing with his selection for the 1984 Olympics.

achieved that, unfortunately,” he said. 

“Although I never thought when I ended a race that I hadn’t 
given my best, I knew that I was capable of shooting better, so 
never achieved the best that I ultimately could have done.” 

While his results might not have been as strong as he would 
have hoped, King retains plenty of great memories from 
Calgary as well. 

“With it being an English-speaking nation, that helped us to 
integrate immediately,” he said. 

“Obviously, it was more of a western attitude, as opposed to 
Sarajevo. It was different. I had my wife there. She didn’t 
come to ’84, although my brother and his wife did, which was 
great. 

“We stayed in a place called Canmore, which was outside 
the Olympic Village, in Calgary itself, so we were detached. 
But, equally, it was a fantastic atmosphere. It was superb.” 

The 1988 Games are perhaps most famous for two things - 
one, the Jamaican bobsled team and, two, ‘Eddie the Eagle’. 

“I went to see Eddie compete, and we saw him afterwards,” 
said King. “I guess that’s an example of how things are dif¬ 
ferent now. 

“I think he was a plumber or a carpenter, or something like 
that, and he pretty much funded himself. 


“Although his best jump was only 72 metres I think, in ’88, 
which he actually did on the day and which was a great per¬ 
formance, the winners would be doing over 100 metres. 

“I know nowadays there are the qualification rounds and 
things, so the likelihood of getting characters like him per¬ 
forming again are probably going to become less and less 
likely.” 

King is still in touch with some of his Olympic teammates, 
but his skiing career finished immediately after Calgary. 

“It completely ended at that point,” said King, who left the 
Army at that point and took up a job as a policeman. 

“When I took my skis off after the last race of the Olympics, 
I never put them back on again for some years afterwards. 

Not skied 

“I did visit a friend of mine that went to the ’88 Olympics 
some years afterwards where we stayed for a couple of days 
and I put a pair of cross-country skis on then, but that’s the 
only time - I’ve not skied since ’88. 

“I do miss it. I watch the World Cups now on Eurosport, and 
they go to the same venues where I skied. It’s a really strange 
feeling. 



“When I hear some of the coaches’ names now, which 
are the athletes that I used to ski against, and I see people 
coming into the range and shooting, I can put myself back 
there. 

“It’s a really odd feeling. I have got a desire to go back to 
some of these old venues; Ruhpolding, in Germany, and 
Anterselva, in Italy, and even Canmore, in Canada, to 
revisit those great memories. I love the sport still. I think 
it is one of the best sports and one of the toughest sports, 
physically and mentally, in the world. 

“I was very, very passionate, and I loved the sport, 
because it was so demanding, not just physically but men¬ 
tally. 

“It was so difficult to control those nerves, to lie down 
and perform an accurate shot when you’ve come into the 
range skiing your heart out - to control the weapon that 
would be trembling. 

“It sort of grew on me and then it just captured my whole 
way of life.” 

King expects this year’s Winter Olympics to again spark 
memories of his time competing at the Games, and he will 
be a keen watcher of the latest edition. 

“I look at the schedule and in particular look for the 
biathlon races to watch every one,” he said. 

“I love every sport, because I like to see the emotional 
side of it - how the athletes look at the start line of what¬ 
ever they’re about to do, the ups and downs that you have 
to be able to cope with yourself.

“I try and think of the jour¬ 
ney that each of those athletes 
has been on to actually get to 
that position, because, of 
course, most people see it as a 
snapshot on-the-day event, but 
I can see it as a four-year cycle, 
as a four-year minimum pro¬ 
gramme to have even got there, 
and it’s really fascinating and 
intriguing.” 

While King has many great 
memories of the Games, ask 
him what his most treasured 
Olympic moment is and you’ll 
find that it is not from the 
Winter edition at all. 

“It’s got to be the Summer 
ones, without doubt really,” he 
said. 

You see, the 53-year-old is the 
father of Dani King, the 
Hamble cyclist who won gold at 
London 2012 in the women’s 
team pursuit, on what was 
dubbed ‘Super Saturday’. 

Among the 4,000 people in the 
raucous velodrome that after¬ 
noon was her dad. 

“As a parent watching, it’s 
totally different to being an 
athlete,” said King. 

“As an athlete, essentially 
you are in control of your own 
destiny. 

“As a parent, you are totally 
out of control, and you hope 
and pray they are able to do as 
best they can at what they’re 
doing. 

“You can’t have any bearing 
on that at all and, of course, in 
London 2012, when I was lucky 
enough to watch my daughter, 
Dani, win the gold medal, the 
moment she won it the initial 
sense was relief, but then it 
was overwhelming enjoyment. 

“But that word doesn’t really 
describe the feeling - it’s unbe¬ 
lievable.” 

After retiring three years ago 
from Hampshire Constabulary, 
where he was a firearms 
instructor, King began working 
as security manager at builders 
merchants Elliotts Brothers, in 
Northam. 

It is a company that was 
already close to his heart, after 
their managing director, Stuart 
Elliott, had chosen to provide 
sponsorship to Dani as a 
teenager. 

“Thankfully, he offered her 
help - race entries, anything 
that she needed,” said King. 

“Without him, and without 
Elliotts, I really believe she 
wouldn’t have got to London 
2012. Bike parts are so expen¬ 
sive. You can pay £200 for a 
seat post, and I couldn’t afford 
that. 

“Thankfully, Stuart and 
Elliotts helped to bridge that 
gap.” 

And, as a result, in two years’ 
time, when the Summer Games 
head to Brazil, there is a strong 
chance that the King family 
will boast something quite 
incredible - two double 
Olympians. 
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2014 Sochi Winter Olympics: Final agony for snowboartier

BILLY Morgan finished tenth 
after becoming the first 
Sotonian to reach a Winter 
Olympic final. 

The 24-year-old snowboarder from 
Shirley reached the Winter 
Olympics’ first slopestyle final with a 
flawless first run in the semi-final, 
earning a winning score of 90.75. 

He delighted the Sochi crowd on 
the first official day of the Games, 
using his repertoire of tricks to earn 
a place in the 12-man final before his 
second and final run. 

But he was under pressure from 
the start of the final after falling on 
his first run. 

Billy was eighth at midway and 
after an encouraging start to his sec¬ 
ond run, he finished with a best score 
of 39.75 when he attempted a ‘Double 
1080’. 

“It was a case of go big or go home 
- I just thought **** it!” he said, 
before tweeting: “So happy with 
today. Getting through was crazy. 
Wanted to do the best run I could 
and did my best. Hope I made the GB 
proud. 

“Riding today was crazy. 
Speaking to people about the 
finals saying that it was the 
best sporting show ever.

BRITISH number two Dan 
Evans produced a major 
shock at the PBZ Zagreb 
Indoors as he beat 
Germany’s Philipp 
Kohlschreiber to reach his 
first ATP Tour semi-final. 

The 23-year-old, pictured 
below - a lucky-loser 
entrant in Croatia thanks to 
Radek Stepanek’s with¬ 
drawal - raised eyebrows 
on his way to reaching his 
first quarter-final on tour 
by beating Jan Hajek and 
Michael Berrer in the early 
rounds. 

The Birmingham player 
went one better on Friday, 
making the last four as he 
recovered from the loss of 
the second set to former 
world number 12 
Kohlschreiber to pull off a

Evans, ranked 147th in the 
world, had watched 
Kohlschreiber save the first 
two match points but held 
his nerve to clinch the sur¬ 
prise win in exactly two 
hours. 

He will challenge the win¬

Evans was recently left 
out of Britain’s victorious 
Davis Cup team by captain 
Leon Smith after deciding 
to return home immediately 
following his elimination 
from the Australian Open. 
Without Evans, the GB 
team still went on to knock 
out the United States and 
reach the quarter-finals. 

Evans can expect to rise 
to around number 124 in 
the ATP rankings and is the 
first British player, other 
than Andy Murray, to reach 
the last four of an ATP 
World Tour tournament 
since James Ward did so at 
the Aegon Championships 
in June 2011. 

Marin Cilic kept alive his 
chances of winning the 
tournament for the fourth 
time in six years by beating 
his close friend Ivan Dodic.
